■ Teenager who raped OAP to be caged for two years 


ANGER AT 
SENTENCE

RESIDENTS on a Banbury estate have 
hit out at a minimum two-year sentence 
handed to a 14-year-old boy who raped 
an OAP during the Remembrance 
weekend. 

Hardwick residents said they were "dis¬ 
gusted" at the sentence for the boy, who will 
only be released when doctors are satisfied 
he has been rehabilitated. 

The boy, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, conned his way into the 77-year- 
old's home on the estate by saying he wanted 
to talk about the Second World War, as part 
of a school project. 

A judge refused to allow the media to 
name him after being told he had been "men¬ 
tally damaged" by his upbringing. 

His alcoholic father walked out on his 
mother at an early age and the boy was 
around domestic violence incidents involving 
his mother's boyfriends, Judge Patrick Eccles 
was told. 

But Hardwick residents were angry about 
the sentence. 

Decorator Neil Jones, 46, said: "It's not 
enough." The Kerry Close resident added: "It 
should have been a damn sight longer. It 
should have been 15 to 20 years." 

An OAP, who did not want to be named, 
said: "That is what they all come out with - 'I 
had a bad childhood'. Surely, if you had a 
bad childhood you would try to make it bet¬ 
ter for yourself. The sentence should been at 
least five years." 


Frensham Close resident Denise Dyer, 57, 
said: "It should be life, and he should be 
named and shamed." 

A young mother, who did not want to be 
named, said: "It is disgusting. Two years isn't 
enough. You have your own mind. I have had 
some trouble in my past but I haven't done 
anything horrible like that." 

But Adele Wilding, 70, of Winchelsea 
Close, said the sentence was "sufficient", 
adding: "You have to show compassion. He 
might be able to do something with his life." 

At Oxford Crown Court on Friday, Judge 
Eccles branded the November 12 attack 
"cruel and humiliating". 

He said: "This was planned. It was not an 
impulsive attack. It was sexual and you had 
persistence. 

"She can be proud of the efforts she made 
to protect herself and you should be ashamed 
of yourself for not stopping." 

He was told that in a letter to the judge the 
victim and her family had demonstrated 
"empathy and grace" in their reaction to the 
defendant. 

The boy was jailed for an indeterminate 
time, with a minimum of two years in youth 
custody. 

Speaking in November, the victim said: 
"I'm trying to continue with my life as normal 
as I can, but I will never be able to forget 
what he did to me." 

Lisa Ward, of the county-wide Oxford 
Sexual Abuse and Rape Crisis Centre, said the 
case showed the "myth" that rape was 
"linked to sexual gratification". 

She said: "In reality, rape is a desire for 
power and control."

'Campaign' of a conman 

A "DESPICABLE" distraction burglar tricked his way into 
more than 100 homes in a "deliberate campaign that 
continued week after week". 

William Vinson posed as a friendly new neighbour, a 
council worker or an inspector from the electricity board as 
he targeted victims aged 79 to 94. 

The 59-year-old from Chipping Norton left a trail of 
"damage and destruction" across nine counties over a two- 
year period. 

In Great Haseley, South Oxfordshire, victim Joyce Allen 
never recovered from the effects of Vinson's deception.

The 78-year-old, known locally as "'The 
Queen" and described by her daughter 
as "sociable and friendly", died four 
months after she lost about £300. 

In a statement, her daughter Patricia 
Medlicott said: "She felt extremely 
stupid for what had happened. It's as 
though her pride took a massive knock. 

"In the five minutes it took this man 
to burgle her it changed her whole life." 

Mrs Medlicott said her mother's 
health deteriorated sharply after the 
incident in August, adding: "She had 
said she could see the burglar wherever 
she was. I truly believe the medical 
problems were all as a result of the 
burglary." 

At Oxford Crown Court on Friday, 
Vinson was jailed for nine years after 
previously admitting 11 burglaries and 
asking for 90 other burglaries to be 
taken into consideration. 

The total cash value of his crimes was 
assessed at about £15,000. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone said 
Vinson, of Cotswold Terrace, Chipping 
Norton, had "three modus operandi". 

He said: "This case concerns what 
are known as distraction burglaries. This 
is where a burglar adopts a particular 
persona in order to trick his way into a 
house and distract often elderly 
residents while he stole items of value. 

"This defendant adopted three 
particular MOs. He would either say 
'I'm your new neighbour' or 'I'm from 
social services and welfare" using a 
bogus ID card, or say 'I'm from the 
electricity board'." 

Mr Stone said Vinson, who has 35 


previous offences to his name, used the 
pseudonym Dave Knight and would 
often pose as a new neighbour who 
needed change for large bank notes to 
pay a plumber. 

When his victims went to fetch their 
money, he would note the location of 
their purse or handbag and ask for a 
bucket of water. 

While the water was being fetched he 
would steal the money. 

Vinson's other victims included 
elderly residents in Southmoor, 
Checkendon and Stoke Row, as well 
dozens of others in neighbouring 
counties. 

Robert English, defending, said: 
"Mitigation in a case such as this is not 
always the easiest of tasks. I'm not 
going to pretend there could be 
anything attractive about any of the 
features of the various cases that are 
before the court." 

He said his client was "absolutely 
ashamed" and "deeply regretted" his 
actions. 

Judge Anthony King jailed Vinson for 
nine years. 

He said: "This was a deliberate and 
calculated campaign targeted at elderly 
persons aged between 79 and 94 
committed over at least nine counties 
and committed knowing that you were 
going to be entering the homes of 
strangers; all elderly, some infirm, many 
living on their own. 

"Having breached that trust, you then 
stole from each of them. These offences 
can only be described as despicable 
and it's not just the occasional offence 
but a deliberate campaign continued 
week after week."

Bulk-buying partnership that has led to big cut in heating bills 


Community oil 


scheme rolls out

A SCHEME to bulk-buy heating 
oil, which has saved Oxfordshire 
residents tens of thousands of 
pounds, has been rolled out 
across the country. 

Launched in 2010 by Oxfordshire 
Rural Community Council and Chris 
Pomfret, who runs Community Buying 
unLimited, the partnership has already 
saved people up to £71,151 by club¬ 
bing together to buy heating oil. 

Now the win-win initiative is set to 
bring in extra cash for the charity-run 
rural council after it was packaged up 
and sold as a franchise to other coun¬ 
cils. 

So far 19 of the 37 other Rural 
Community Partnerships in the coun¬ 
try have bought into the scheme. 

Households pay £20 a year to be 
part of the co-operative and place their 
order through a local co-ordinator. 

Mr Pomfret then negotiates a price 
with oil companies on behalf of every¬ 
one. 

And because he is buying in bulk, 


now in the region of 400,000 litres at 
a time, he gets the best price. 

Linda Watson, chief executive of 
ORCC, said: "Environmentally it 
reduces the carbon footprint of 
tankers, as an oil supplier goes to a 
community once and that saves the 
supplier's costs. 

"People are saving money and it's 
advantageous for oil suppliers as it's 
saving them transport costs and they 
are also getting customers handed to 
them on a plate. 

"We are doing the marketing for 
them and sorting the logistics. 

"We have still got other councils 
coming back to us wanting to join." 

It was Mr Pomfret, who was running 
an oil syndicate, who saw the poten¬ 
tial of expanding the service, and 
approached the rural council. 

Together they worked out the logis¬ 
tics of the scheme. 

Last year the group bought a total 
662,000 litres of oil and that is set to 
rise. 

Ms Watson said: "Although my 
intention had been to demonstrate this 
could work in Oxfordshire, it became 
clear it could be replicated in other 


counties. What we did was package it 
up into a franchise and made it avail¬ 
able. 

"Chris now negotiates on behalf of 
all the rural community councils." 

North Oxfordshire MP Tony Baldry 
said: "I think it's a brilliant scheme 
which enables people to come togeth¬ 
er and be confident they can purchase 
heating oil at the most competitive 
price at the time."

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Blood: danger 


that lies ahead

HEALTH bosses fear a 
"perfect storm" of 
events could see blood 
donations dramatically 
drop. 

Staff from the NHS 
Blood and Transplant serv¬ 
ice have warned events 
such as the Olympics and 
the Queen's Diamond 
Jubilee could lead to a 
serious fall in the number 
of donors. 

An average 1,300 units 
of blood are collected by 
people in Oxfordshire 
each week. 

But this dropped to just 
921 in the week after 
Christmas, a time when 
people are traditionally 
busy. 

Donor relations manag¬ 
er Dominic Sutherland 
said: "The main problem 
is that a string of Bank

Holidays, along with sport¬ 
ing events, are going to 
prevent and reduce the 
opportunity for people to 
donate. 

"People may be taking 
extended holidays, poten¬ 
tially going to the events 
themselves or may even 
just be distracted. 

"It's going to be an excit¬ 
ing year for the UK but 
we're concerned that the 
cluster of major events 
could dramatically impact 


the number of blood dona¬ 
tions coming in." 

A football World Cup 
quarter-final and 

Wimbledon semi-final in 
early July 2010 led to 851 
fewer donations nationally 
than the same day a year 
earlier. 

And there were thou¬ 
sands fewer donations 
nationally over the extra 
run of Bank Holidays 
around Easter and the 
Royal Wedding in 2011. 


On average, big hospi¬ 
tals can use more than 500 
units of blood each week. 

Each unit, which is just 
under a pint at 470ml, can 
save three adult lives or 
seven babies. 

Mr Sutherland said: 
"The need for blood in 
Oxfordshire and across the 
country is constant." 

About two million units 
of blood will be needed 
nationwide in 2012 and 
the blood service has esti¬ 
mated it needs the equiva¬ 
lent of 500 extra donations 
each week in the first six 
months. 

The aim is to help build 
blood stocks and provide 
extra resources for those 
visiting the country to 
watch or participate in the 
Olympics. 

So far, blood donation 
staff in Oxfordshire have 
collected 31,000 units of 
blood for the 2011-2012 
financial year. Their target 
is 42,000.

■ Inquest verdict on railway track death 


Teen died after 
police interview

A TEENAGER, who died 
after being hit by a 
train, had been inter¬ 
viewed by police earli¬ 
er the same day about a 
burglary, an inquest 
heard. 

Oxford Coroner's Court 
was told that Jordan 
Quinn, of Warwick Road, 
Banbury, died from multi¬ 
ple injuries after being hit 
by the freight train at Little 
Bourton on March 18 last 
year. 

Until about an hour 
before he died, the 19- 
year-old and three other 
men were being inter¬ 
viewed by police at 
Banbury police station on 
suspicion of the theft of a 
motorcycle from a garage. 

But the hearing was told 
no one knew where Mr 
Quinn went immediately 
after leaving the police sta¬ 


tion, until the time he died. 

Police were called to the 
railway line shortly before 
7.45pm. 

In documentary evi¬ 
dence, train driver 
Jonathan Ascher told the 
inquest that his 25-wagon 
train, destined for 
Manchester, was travelling 
at 66mph when he saw 
someone standing on the 
track. 

He said: "I immediately 
tried to stop the train by 
turning the power off and 
applying the emergency 
brakes." 

But shortly afterwards, 
the court was told, Mr 


Ascher heard a loud bang 
and realised that he must 
have struck a person on 
the track. 

Coroner Nicholas 
Gardiner told the court the 
post-mortem examination 
showed Mr Quinn had 
died from multiple 
injuries. 

Following the death of 
Mr Quinn, the professional 
standards department of 
Thames Valley Police con¬ 
ducted an investigation 
after liaising with the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission. 

Mick Meeks, who con¬ 
ducted the investigation, 


said CCTV footage from 
Banbury police station 
showed Mr Quinn was 
quite relaxed during the 
interview. 

He added that there 
were "no raised voices or 
agitation" and that Mr 
Quinn was released on 
police bail at about 
6.20pm after spending 
eight hours at the police 
station. 

Coroner Nicholas 
Gardiner said Mr Quinn 
must have realised that he 
"was in peril of his own 
life" on the railway tracks 
and recorded a verdict that 
he took his own life.

Phone lines cut as metal thieves strike 


HUNDREDS of homes and 
businesses could be left waiting 
until the end of the month for their 
Internet and phone lines to be fixed 
after thieves stole almost 1,000 
metres of copper cabling.

Binoculars ready 
for birdwatching

AMATEUR ornithologists are being 
urged to polish their binoculars and 
keep this weekend free for a massive 
bird watching survey. 

The RSPB is urging people to observe 
the feathered friends that arrive in their 
back garden on Saturday and Sunday for 
its Big Garden Birdwatch event. 

It has been held every year since 1979 
to paint a picture of the UK's garden bird 
population. 

Last year's event saw more than 
11,000 county residents record a 
resurgence in small birds, with the 
house sparrow the most sighted. 

Among those taking part will be 
Chipping Norton resident Steve 
Akers with his wife, Sharon, and 
sons Rory, nine, and Louis, seven. 

The Unison official hit headlines 
last year when birdwatchers flocked 
to his garden in The Leys to see a 
rare Oriental Turtle Dove. 

He said: "I do it religiously every 
year. It is a very pleasurable thing to 
sit down and take the time to focus 
for an hour." 

The event is also vital to have a 
picture of the UK's bird population 
to lobby Government over protec¬ 
tion of species, he said. The 56-year- 
old said: "I have been watching birds 
since I was eight and I have seen a 
really significant decline in what 
were very common birds." 


The loss of birds like the Skylark and 
Turtle Dove was because of destruction of 
habitats and use of chemicals by farmers, 
he said. 

Zoe Edwards, who works at the RSPB 
Otmoor nature reserve, near Beckley, 
urged residents to take part. 

She said: "It helps the RSPB to keep 
track of the ups and downs of garden birds 
and, at the same time, gives people the 
opportunity to enjoy their local outside 
spaces. 

"People aren't aware of how many 
birds there are in their garden. If you take 


the time to watch you will see so many." 

The milder winter could see a change 
in species this year, she said. 

A counting sheet with pictures of 
species can be downloaded from 
rspb.org.uk/birdwatch and those taking 
part will also be able to submit results 
online.

Rise in NHS claims 
pushes up prices 

OXFORDSHIRE'S hospital trusts will have to 
pay an extra ten per cent on their insurance 
policies because of the rising costs of clinical 
negligence claims. 

Figures released for 2010/11 show the 
Oxford Radcliffe Hospitals Trust spent more 
in negligence payouts than anywhere else in 
England last year. 

Some £13 m was paid out to patients, 
which rose to £15.3m including legal costs. 

It is not known how many cases it relates 
to. 

The money is not paid out directly by the 
trust, which has since become the Oxford 
University Hospitals Trust. Instead it makes 
annual contributions to the NHS Litigation 
Authority, which then handles claims. 

Locally claims have risen from £6.7m in 
2005/06 to £13.2m last year. 


Council in £10m pledge 
over better broadband 


AN extra £10m has been 
pledged by Oxfordshire County 
Council to improve broadband. 

Under the Conservative 
administration's proposed 
capital budget, the council will 
match-fund the £3.86m 
allocated to the county by 
Government agency Broadband 
Delivery UK last year. 

And an extra £6.14m will be 
spent on upgrading the 
Oxfordshire Community 
Network broadband system for 
the county's schools. 

Council deputy leader David 
Robertson said: "The schools 
network is coming to the end of 


its natural life and needs to be 
upgraded. 

"A good few schools already 
have superfast broadband, and 
most secondary schools have 
100Mbps already. 

"The Oxfordshire Community 
Network is better than anything 
that schools could get from the 
market, but it is beginning to 
look a bit old hat." 

He said upgrading the 
network would save over £1m a 
year. 

The remaining £7.72m will be 
spent on projects to roll out 
superfast broadband across the 
county.

Planning chiefs fear 
over building blocks

HOUSING developers could get the 
upper hand in battles to build new 
estates, a council boss fears, after it 
was revealed a key housing target is 
being missed. 

Michael Gibbard said developers 
might be able to overturn Cherwell 
District Council's vetos on building new 
estates as the authority was not getting 
homes built elsewhere. 

The council has backed a minimum 
3,369 homes at 16 sites in Banbury and 
its surrounding villages in a bid to pro¬ 
vide affordable housing and to curb 
prices. 

But only 2,547 have been built so far - 
with no development at sites like 
Bankside, that had been earmarked for 
950 homes between Banbury and 
Bodicote. 

Other sites backed by council plan¬ 
ners but have not been built include 153 
homes west of Banbury train station and 
70 at Bretch Hill Farm, off Broughton 
Road. 

Civic officers have worked out that the 


number of housing schemes that have 
been given the green light would meet 
demand for 2.8 years - but the 
Government target is five years. 

Mr Gibbard fears developers could 
now convince The Planning Inspectorate, 
which handles appeals, to approve 
schemes on other sites. 

Mr Gibbard said: "That is the concern, 
that we will be penalised for that non¬ 
delivery of homes. 

"The planning permission is there, but 
because of economic factors, they are 
not being built." 

He called for a Government "morato¬ 
rium" on the five-year target, adding: "It 
was a policy that was drawn up very 
much in the boom time for housing." 

A council report says the district was 
"vulnerable to unplanned and specula¬ 
tive applications" without "careful man¬ 
agement". 

Rejected plans for 65 homes in 
Adderbury and 82 in Bloxham are now 
going to appeal, with both developers 
arguing the failure to hit the five-year tar¬ 
get strengthens their case. 

Roland Bratt, the landowner for the 
Cotefield Farm, Bodicote, plan said: "It is 
impossible to meet the housing needs 


from the existing plan. The reason homes 
are unaffordable at the moment is 
because of the shortage of supply. It is as 
simple as that." 

Residents are "crying out" for new 
homes to drive down prices elsewhere 
and provide affordable homes, he added. 
The council had a waiting list of 4,000 
people. 

Berkeley Homes applied to build 
houses off Milton Road, Adderbury, in 
October, saying it should be allowed as 
the five-year target was being missed. It 
has now appealed to the Planning 
Inspectorate as the council had not made 
a decision within an eight-week time 
limit. 

Another application for the same 
scheme has been submitted and is 
expected to be considered by the coun¬ 
cil's planning committee on February 23. 

And residents criticised plans for 150 
homes for a field south of the Salt Way, 
seen as the symbolic divide between 
Banbury, Bloxham and Bodicote. 

The site is not among the 16 support¬ 
ed by the council, which will consult on 
them in April and May to submit to min¬ 
isters for approval in July.

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Trying to tame 'problem' play 


LAST year, everyone was 
talking about a certain Kate's 
wedding. 

Of course, the bride who 
captured everyone's attentions was 
the demure Kate Middleton, who 
claimed her prince and lived 
publicly ever after. 

This year there's a very different 
Kate who could give her a run 
for her money. 

The RSC is tackling Taming Of 
The Shew. 

It's often viewed as a "problem" 
play, perhaps something to do with 
the plot, which sees our "hero" 
Petruchio acquiring a feisty wife, 
dragging her through the mud, 
starving her, torturing her with sleep 
deprivation and trying to send her 
round the bend. In Shakespeare's 
curious and unpalatable finale, Kate 
emerges meek and "tamed". 

Or does she? 

Lisa Dillon, known to many fans 
as Mary in Cranford , tackles the 
role of wildcat Katharina. "With 
Kate it's this very fine line that you 
walk of her becoming a victim," she 
says. "And that's the challenge 
playing her. I am determined she's 
not a victim. She's a victim of her 
own circumstances and a victim 
of her own will, and the way 
people regard her, but she shouldn't 
be a victim of Petruchio. I find 
that tricky."

Helping in her cause is David 
Caves, who plays her sparring 
partner, easing the love story with 
his humour and fairly hypnotic 
good looks. 

Director Lucy Bailey has 
approached the play as a highly 
charged, romantic meeting of 
minds. "They are both outsiders, 
misfits," she says. 

"Petruchio is a wanderer who 
can't settle, who, if he hadn't met 
Kate, would have continued his 
bonkers life-on-the-road. 

"And Kate, if she hadn't met 
Petruchio, would have died 
ostracised, institutionalised as 
'mad', lonely. So the fact they do 
crawl their way to each other is 
such a wonderful thing! 

"Once Petruchio says 'Come, 
Kate, we'll to bed', I think you have 
to imagine they're going to have the 
best sex ever. Life is going to be 
turbulent, but compared to the 
small-minded people around them, 
in finding each other they've found 
freedom." 

It's a refreshing, post-feminist 
approach that packs a punch for the 
production, which runs at Stratford- 
upon-Avon until February 25, 
before touring to Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, Milton Keynes, Nottingham, 
Richmond and Bath. 


Another bold step Lucy has taken 
is using the tricky Christopher Sly 
play-within-a-play framing device 
as inspiration rather than discarding 
it as many directors choose. 

"It's clever, beautiful, seductive 
and funny - a piece of poetry in 
itself," says Lucy. "The whole 
thing of beds and dreams became 
my hook." 

This explains the lush set, set in 
1940s Italy centred around... a bed. 

"The play works like foreplay and 
it stages the battle of the sexes - 
which ends in bed. 

"I took the bed as a metaphor for 
life really: we're born in a bed, we 
(most of us!) first have sex in a bed 
and we die in our beds. So the bed 
is a sort of sports arena for the 
piece. But it's also a public forum, 
because, paradoxically, most of the 
intimate scenes in the Shrew take 
place in public: the intimacy of the 
bed is denied. 

"The beauty of the play is that 
Kate and Petruchio finally come to 
a private understanding that is 
profound and indestructible." 

It's a tricky one to pull off, but 
there are sure to be many spectators 
toasting the happy couple - maybe 
even more than the HRHs.

Matthew King 
(Clooney) stares forlornly at his 
adrenaline-junkie wife Liz (Patricia 
Hastie) as she lies in a vegetative 
state after a water-skiing accident. 

Doctors tell him there is no hope 
of recovery and everyone should 
say their farewells. 

With a heavy heart, Matthew 
bravely gathers together his ten- 
year-old daughter Scottie (Amara 
Miller) and his rebellious 17-year- 
old daughter Alex (Shailene 
Woodley). 

Characters are delicately 
sketched and there are lovely 
scenes between Clooney, Woodley 
and youngster Miller as they try to 


make sense of the hand that fate 
has cruelly dealt them. 

Comic relief comes in part from 
Nick Krause, as Alex's slacker pal 
Sid, who joins the Kings on their 
painful odyssey. 

However, even he tugs the 
heartstrings in a remarkable, early 
morning heart-to-heart with 
Matthew which reveals the 
anguish behind his clown's goofy 
smile. 

Belly laughs are balanced with 
tragedy and despair and Payne 
doesn't strike a single false 
emotional note, although he does 
allow sentimentality to creep in for 
the sombre final five minutes.

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Discount clothing chain reveals intention to appoint administrators 


Rocky economy hits a 


new high street retailer 


By Andrew Smith 


THE Oxfordshire retail scene has suffered 
another blow after discount clothing chain 
Peacocks announced it intends to file for 
administration. 

The group operates four Peacocks stores, one in 
Banbury, as well as others in Headington, Cowley and 
Didcot. 


It also operates a Bonmarche clothing shops in 
Banbury with other branches in Cowley and Didcot. All 
are continuing to trade. 

Bosses said they had entered into "exclusive talks" 
with a potential buyer for Bonmarche and that to 
"protect" the business while the sale process completes, 
it had filed an intention to appoint administrators. 

Meanwhile, the wider group, which includes the 
larger Peacocks chain, said it would also appoint 
administrators after it failed to reach an agreement with 
its banks. 


The Cardiff-based retailer employs more than 10,000 
staff at 611 stores across the UK. 

The group is the latest in a growing list of high street 
names to hit the rocks. 

On Monday, 30 workers from the head office of 
troubled gift retailer Past Times were made redundant 
after the company was taken into administration. 

Last week the company closed all its Oxfordshire 
stores, including the one in Banbury, which was among 
47 axed by the firm out of 98 nationwide, leading to 
400 redundancies.

FRAUDSTER Dennis Grant is 
due back in court in June. 

The 63-year-old former 
head of Cotswold Water Park 
was due to appear at 
Gloucester Crown Court on 
January 13 for a confiscation 
hearing under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act, to hear how much 
of the cash he plundered will 
have to be paid back. 

However, the hearing was 
postponed and Grant, of 
Upper Tadmarton, is now due 
to appear on June 14, almost 
a year after his conviction for 
fraud totalling £660,000. 

He is currently serving a 
four-year sentence at Leyhill 
Open Prison in 
Gloucestershire.

with the smooth

T here is not even the small¬ 
est badge on the back of 
Volkswagen's new Tiguan 
to give you a clue that you 
are a member of a very 
exclusive club. 

Only a subtly different front end 
gives the clue that the top-of-the- 
range Escape model, unlike some 
other versions in the range, is a full- 
on macho 4x4. But those off-road 
credentials are cloaked in a thor¬ 
oughly upmarket package, both 
inside and out. 

On the road, the German-built 
Tiguan is a rock solid four-door, five- 
seater, offering a quiet, precise, reas¬ 
suringly unruffled ride. Inside, the 
trim is understated, yet elegant and 
both instrumentation and switchgear 
are straightforward, clear and simple 
to use, as you would expect from 
Volkswagen. 

All models are well equipped, 
with 16-inch alloy wheels, air con¬ 
ditioning, DAB radio and alarm 
standard across the range. 

Move up the four-specification 
range and everything from an auto¬ 
matic parking system and automatic 
headlights, to Bluetooth phone link 
and a fatigue detection system are 
available. In the rear, all Tiguans 
have a 60:40 split/fold rear bench 
which can recline and slide back¬ 
wards and forwards. The rear bench 


is also fitted slightly higher than the 
front seats: improving all-round visi¬ 
bility for children, and making fitting 
their seat belts easier. 

The new Escape model comes 
with some classy touches, such as 
Bluetooth and a multi-function 
steering wheel, which reflects the 
rising demands of customers in this 
sector of the market. 

Like the previous model, the 
Tiguan comes with a choice of two- 
or four-wheel-drive, with a strong 
resemblance to its 'big brother' the 
Touareg, and a new look dominated 
by horizontal lines on the front 
grille, like other new Volkswagen 
models. 

Six engines are available, but 
diesel power rules for Tiguan own¬ 
ers, with nine out of ten opting for 
diesel. 

The six-speed manual gearbox 
test model was powered by the 140 
horsepower version of the 2.0-litre

WINTER can be the best time to 
bag a used car bargain, 
according to recent trends. 

Industry experts Glass's suggest 
that shorter days and post- 
Christmas money worries mean 
many buyers wait until the 
spring — so bargain hunters 
can get better deals in the 
quiet months. 

The only exception to this rule is 
for those looking to buy a used

white winters, snowproof 
vehicles are in higher demand.
